Abortion debated, 
suffering understood 



This is going to be a slanted news 
story. 

The St. James Literary Society 
last night hosted a panel discus- 
sion on "Abortion: For or Against" 
before a lively, but disappointingly 
Inelegant audience, in the car- 
peted, velvet-draped and heavily 
chandoliered Versailles Salon. of 
the Windsor Hotel. 

Cerise Morris, Director of the 
Women's Centre at tho Y.W.C.A., 
opened the discussion by calling 
for the right of women to control 
their own bodies. Sho discussed

tho results of restricted access to 
abortion: tho death and mutilation 
of women due to attempted self- 
abortion or quack doctors. 

The second speaker was 
Ursula Lafontaine, introduced as 
"Chairman" of tho Montreal Pro- 
Life Group. Lafontaine claimed 
that any talk of women's rights 
was mere rationalization of tho 
real issuo, the destruction of 
human lifo. She called the fetus 
a human being, with a minute 
description of its intrauterine 
development, up until halfway 



through the gestation poriod when 
the eyebrows and eyelashes spr- 
out. In discussing the various 
methods of abortion that desper- 
ate and panicky women resort to, 
she went Into a heart-rending 
account of babies "being torn to 
pieces." Abortion is nothing more 
than "sophisticated barbarism", 
and those who encourage its 
availability engage in 
"schizophrenic subterfuge" (did I 
spell that correctly?) according to 
Lafontaine. In addition, by allow-

New Brunswick Notoriety 



Richard Wilbur, described as 
"Canada's only free-lance his- 
torian", yesterday delivered a lec- 
ture entitled "Three studies of 
New Brunswick society". . 

A native of New Brunswick, 
Wilbur is concorned with record- 
ing the history of this small and 
quite isolated province, a history 
which has been neglected since 
the 1870's. 

Wilbur stated that New Brun- 
swick was different from other 
provinces because, among other 
things, "it has produced men with 
larger than life personalities". In 
accordance with this view, his 
approach to the study of New 
Brunswick society is indirect, 
focusing on tho lives of throe of 
its most famous men: Sir George 
Parkin, R.D. Bennett, and Louis 
Robichaud. 

The lives of these men covers 
an eighty yoar poriod, but all three 
came from small rural com- 
munities in Southern New Brun- 
swick, woro educated at the prim- 
ary and secondary lovols within

the provinco, gained recognition 
beyond New Brunswick borders, 
and "all suffered from rejection or 
oblivion at home". 

Sir George Parkin, active from 
the 1070's to the early twentioth 
century, exemplified the British 
imperialist sentiment and Cana- 
dian nationalism; sontiments 
which Wilbur believes are still held 
by the English New Brunswick 
inhabitants today. 
' Having been educated in a sys- 
tem which followed and reinforced 
the British tradition, Parkin later 
went on to study at Oxford Univer- 
sity and was Secretary of tho 
Oxford Dobating Union in 1873. 
To Parkin, "his yoar in England 
was the decisive year of his life", 
and believing in the worth of 
education in general and in the 
English system in particular, he 
attempted to develop" strong 
institutions in New Brunswick 
which would produco a "core of 
leaders". 

He did not meet with much suc- 
coss due to tho "the pragmatic 



outlook toward education In New 
Brunswick"; people were not wil- 
ling to spond monoy on such a 
venture. 

As principal of Upper Canada- 
College, Parkin, managed to 
administer education as he saw 
fit and was highly respected in his 
leld. He was the only man who 
could face a group of rambuncti- 
ous students and convince them 
not to steal apples from the apple 
orchards— and they didn't." 

R.D. Bennett is famous as a 
businessman and politician, 
though he "used teaching as à 
stepping-stone to fame and for- 
tune". Both ho and Parkin shared 
the qualities of "frankness, sobri- 
ety, self-confidence, and a politi- 
cal orientation". The particular 
aspect of Now Brunswick charac- 
ter he typifies, however, is that of 
clannishness. Wilbur tells us that 
"Bennott was successful because- 
of personal acquaintances", and 
as a brilliant lawyer and busines- 
sman ho was able to take full

CEGEPs vote on strike 



Students at Dawson and John 
Abbott CEGEP havo voted over- 
whelmingly to stage a one-day 
strike betwoen now and 
December 1. Dawson^students 
voted 90% in favor of strike action, 
whilo 70% of John Abbott stu- 
dents voted for tho action. Vanier 
College will make the results of 
their vote .known Thursday at 
noon;- the French CEGEP will 
announce their results Friday. 

These developments result . 
from numerous study sessions 
held yesterday and Monday, with 
the full approval and par- 
ticipation, in most cases, of 
faculty members as well as stu- 



dents. 

The strikes have been called by 
the Front des Etudiants du 
Quebec to protest the Nouveau 
Regime Pédagogique, which was 
announced by tho Ministry of Edu- 
cation several weeks ago. The 
document outlining the Regime 
aims at establishing, among other 
things, longer hours for 
humanities students, as well as 
required science and phys. od. 
credits. Two CEGEPs. St. 
Hyacinthe, and Alma, (in Lac 
St.Jean), have already been on 
strike for some time over tho 
issues. In both casos, students 
are in control of tho administration 



offices, bringing the operation of 
tho CEGEPs to a halt. 
. tho Minister of Education, 
François Cloutier, has sent a tele- 
gram to tho Directors-General of 
all CEGEPs asking them to attend 
a meeting to bo held today. The 
minister intends to "clarify" what 
he termed "misunderstandings 
and abusivo interpretations" on 
tho part of both students and 
faculties. 

The FEQ, moanwhilo, will hold 
a regional conference in Montreal 
this woekend to determine a dale 
tor the strike, and to discuss a pet- 
ition on the Nouveau Rogimo 
which is to bo circulated shortly.

ing the slaughter of the innocents 
we aro opening the way for a soci- 
ety in which none of us is sale. 
Next it will bo old people and crip- 
pled children. "Seek not for whom 
the boll tolls, it tolls for thee," was 
, the note upon which she ended. 
Dr. Henry Morganthaler. the 
next panelist, is the well-known 
abortion crusader who is pre- 
sently being tried for allegedly 
assisting in the procurement ol an 
abortion. Ho started olf by stating 
that he is "against abortion, but 
lor the right of women to decide 
for themselves." He insisted that 
women must bo able to terminate 
unwanted pregnancies safely, 
legally and securely. Ho calls the 
illegal status of abortion in 
Canada today the imposition of 
the "misguided moral code of 
Catholic doctrine." This statement 
.was mot with boos from the audi- 
ence Morgenthaler agreed that 
Catholics have the right to attempt 
to convinco others of their view- 
point, but that they have no right 
to enforce this view in tho laws 
of the state He asked "Where 
does freedom of religion and con- 
science come in?"

The final speaker was Father 
Peter Morris, a member of the St. 
James Literary Society and a 
Catholic priest. (Incidentally, he 
sounded just liko Jack in the 
"Fourth Tower of Inverness'. ) He 
traced the moral degeneration ol 
society from abortion to 
euthanasia, to a "brave new 
world, whore nobody's lite is with- 
out peril." 

Answering the argument ol pro- 
abortion forces. Father Morris 
said that justifying the legalization 
of abortion in order to savo the 
lives of women who die from 
butcher abortions is tantamount to 
saying that the government 
should start distributing pure LSD 
and heroin to savo the lives of 
addicts who dio from poisoned 
drugs they buy on the street. 

Father Morris claims that mak- 
ing abortion oasily accessible is 
part of tho "instant coffee, instant 
happiness" mentality. "There is a 
great mystery to life, a mystery 
to suffering. I wish I had the time 
to go into the psychology and 
sociology of suffering . . ." Father 
Morris understands suffering 
Priosts are voluntarily celibate in 
order to better identify with mis- 
ery, according to him. 

All in all, it was an interesting 
encounter between the forces of 
light and the forces of darkness. 



"These aro very bad days in Rus- 
sia and in your hands are these . 
people. All that you do here, they 
know and it makes them brave. 
You must make demonstrations." 

Thus spoke Avraam Shifran, 
Jewish writer from tho Soviet 
Union, who spent ten years in 
Soviet concentration camps. Shif-. 
ran is on a world wide speaking 
tour to publicize massive 
demonstrations to be held 
December 1 0, in support of Soviet 
political prisoners. 

In the late forties many Jews 
wanted to study Jewish literaturo 
and history. "Nothing criminal," 
he said, "yet wo all went to prison. 
It was impossible to even think 
about something non-Communist 
and not be in a concentration 
camp." 

Shifran stressed tho omnipres- 
• encoof. KGB agents. No one know 
whom lie could trust. People were 
carted olf to concentration camps 
- for vory minor olfonces. Shifran 
rnet a man when they were in tho 
same camp who was sentenced 
to 25 years for "terrorism" 
becuase ho related a dream ho 
had in which Stalin was killed. 

Between throo and (our years, 
ago, the Soviet government was 
in the throes of an internal power 
strugglo, and so was unable to 
crack down on dissidents, he said. 

Now tho Soviot hierarchy has 
consolidated its position. 
Because of - Nixon's cordial 
attitude toward the Soviet leaders, 
Shifran claims that they are able 
to suppross the agitation. Shifran 



told of letters ho has received from 
the Soviet Union condemning 
Nixon for being so friendly to the 
Soviet leaders. 

The KGB, he said, has cracked 
down on the dissidents and 
thousands havo been arrested 
and sent to concentration camps. 

Yet there is some hope, Shifran 
told the audience. "The Soviet 
government Is afraid of our friend- 
ship. Jews, Ukrainians, Russians, 
Tartars must together demon- 
strate against tho repression." 

Tho Soviet Union, he said, has 
cracked down on the dissidents 
and thousands have been 
arrested and shipped to concent- 
ration camps. Political activists 
are being falsely accused ol 
hooliganism or thievery and aro 
summarily sent to prison. 

On December 10, massive 
demonstrations will be held 
around tho world demanding that 
the Soviet governniont freo all 
political prisoners in concentra- 
tion camps. 

"We must demonstrate, Shifran 
stated, "because our solence 
holps the killers." 

"We must demonstrate 
together, becauso only then will 
tho Soviot government listen."

Regina Administration 
rejects parity 



Schifran speaks on 
Soviet repression 



REGINA (CUP)-John Archer, 
Principal of tho University of Sas- 
katchewan, Regina Campus, has 
announced that the University 
Administration will not support 
students in their strugglo to obtain 
parity on department committees. 

At a press conference held 
November 20, Archer said the 
University's Board of Governors 
had decided that only department 
chairmen have the right to change 
the composition ol committees. 

Archer would not comment on 
what steps tho University would 
tako to ond tho occupation of the 
Dean of Arts and Science and tho 
Dean of Graduate Studies 
offices. He did say, however, that 
in his opinion the occupation did 
not seriously interfere with the 
(unctions o( the University. 

"I 'believe that students have 
the right to bo involved in deci- 
sions relating to their academic 
careers and welfare. But I do not 
think that students pay their fees 
and como to Regina Campus in 
order to be given the task ol runn- 
ing the University. They como to 
acquire knowledge and to learn 



the methods and techniques 
whereby they may continue to 
learn", said Archer. Students 
occupied the offices after Arts and 
Science Dean Sir Edgar Vaughan 
vetoed a motion passed by the 
Social Science Division making 
parity compulsory in tho Division. 
.Six out ol eight departments in tho 
Division already havo parity. 

Archer denied any knowledge 
as to why tho University Book- 
store, Registrar's office, Bursar's 
office, Cafoteria, and his own 
office wore closed Novembor 20. 

A memo circulated amongst the 
Registrar's staff claimed tho 
University could no longer 
guarantee their safety due to the 
student occupation. 

Students will hold a general 
meeting November 22 to decide 
what their next step will bo. There 
is fear amongst the students that 
the Administration will stall until 
December 6, when Christmas 
exams begin. 

Regina Students' Union Presi- 
dent, Don Anderson, said at 
Archer's press conference that he 
will support a move to close down 



tho entire University. Students 
thus far havo refrained (rom inter- 
fering w.th the academic (unctions 
of the University. The annual con- 
vention ol the Saskatchewan Now 
Democratic Party (NDP) held in 
Saskatoon Novembor 16-19 
passed a motion calling for tho 
autonomy of each campus 
(Regina and Saskatoon) and 
equal representation of students, 
faculty, and tho community on all 
levels ol tho University's govern- 
ing committees. 

The occupying students have 
received mossages ol support 
(rom the Saskatchewan Waffle, 
Memorial University Stu- 
dent Union, Saskatoon Campus 
Student Union, tho Regina Allied 
Printing Trades Council, and the 
National Farmers Union. 

The Allied Printing Trades 
declared in their press release 
that, "Tho University must be 
mado to serve the needs ol tho 
people of Saskatchewan, and 
until real control of tho University 
lies in the hands of students, the 
community, and faculty, this will 
not bo possible."

advantage of his contacts. As a 
young lawyer Bennett was ablo 
to get a position in a firm hoaded 
by a (ellow New Brunswicker. 

His later achievements also 
were possiblo because of co- 
operation from what Wilbur refers 
to as a "Maritime Mafia". In pass- 
ing, but also in particular reference 
to Bennott, Wilbur noted "the 
Canadian ponchant for Prime- 
Ministers who don't marry or Who 
marry late, and who aro markedly 



attracted to their mothers." 

In discussing Louis Robichaud, 
lawyer and politician, Wilbur 
spoke of the Acadian natives of 
New Brunswick and described the 
province as consisting of "two dis- 
tinct communities which meet 
only in tho market-place, which is 
English-controlled." 

Born an Acadian, Robichaud 
had to loarn English and attend 
an English high school since the 
educational system did not pro- 
vide French-speaking schools. 
While attending the Sacred Heart 
College in Bathurst, Robichaud 
became involved in politics, lead- 
ing a militant group who 
demanded that French courses 
be part of the curriculum. 

After establishing a law prac- 
tice, he was elected to the legisla-

turo, though ho "Never said a 
word in four years, but made up 
for it later". He was elected 
Premier of New Brunswick, serv- 
ing (rom 1963-1968, a period 
marked by Acadian and 
Québécois unrest. As premier ho 
tried to interest the Federal gov- 
ernment in New Brunswick affairs, 
and to improve the living standard 
and education of the poorer 
Fronch community. The English, 
however, were rosistant to a tax 
structure less favourable to them- 
selves. 

Wilbur sympathised with the 
French politically but said "the 
French people (of Now Brun- 
swick) have a great many assur- 
ances of keeping their language, 
but they have already lost their 
culture."

Pot Is rot, but let it be 



Sir. 

We are concerned about recent 
events on campus related to the 
publication of the latest issue of 
the Plumber's Pol. We feel that 
it is our obligation as individuals 
and engineers to make a state- 
ment. 

We strongly object that material 
containing, in our opinion, libelous 
attacks on individuals and groups 
has been allowed to appear in our 
newspaper. 

We understand and share the 
anger and many frustrations 
experienced by our fellow 
engineers in the seemingly inef- 
fective mass of bureaucracy in 
which the Students' Society oper- 
ates. We agree with the many 
criticisms voiced by EUS execu- - 
tives against the present structure 
of the Students' Society and fully 
endorso any efforts to change it. 
Wo do not believe, however, that 
our alienation justifies attacks on 
individuals and groups. 

In accordance with our senti- 
ments, we mado a motion at tho 
EUS Council meeting on 
November 15 condemning the 
libelous material and calling for 
the resignation ol the person or 
persons responsible for that issue 
of the Pof. The EUS Council did 
not feel that the people responsi- 
ble should resign, and an 
amended motion was passed, as 
published in the November 16 
issue of tho Daily. 

Deeply disappointed by the 
insufficient measures adopted by 
the EUS Council, wo made plans 
for an Opon Moeting of tho EUS. 

We desired nil Open Meeting for 
two main reasons. As onginoers, < 
we wanted to affirm our right to 
administer our own internal 
affairs. We did not want non- 
engineers and tho Administration 
to intervene in this incident. 

In addition, wo wished to 
involvo more engineering stu- 



dents than just those on the EUS 
Council In the affairs of our faculty. 

At the proposed Opon Meeting, 
we wanted to sponsor a motion 
calling for the resignation of tho 
editors. In our opinion, tho public 
apology oflered was insufficient in 
that tho editors had not fully 
accepted their responsibilities nor 
retracted their statements. 

However, we came to the real- 
isation that a great number of 
engineers were reacting emotion- 
ally and defensively and were 
interpreting all criticism of the Pof 
as being an attack upon their 
faculty. 

One instanco of such a defen- 
sive reaction was the removal at 
distribution points of the 
November 16 Daily which con- 
tained material critical ol tho Pof. 

In addition, our efforts to call an 
Open Meeting became confused 
with the attempts of a campus-" 
wide committee established to 
combat sexism and racism. 

As a result, we called an infor- 
mal moeting with the Pof editorial 
staff and the EUS executives. We 
were informed that the entire staff 
of tho Pof has assumed responsi- 
bility for the latest issue of the 
newspaper Consequently, press- 
ing for our demands on grounds 
of morality would mean, in elfect, 
calling'for the destruction of tho 

Pof. r" 

Tho Pof editorial staff assured 
us that it is making efforts to meet 
the persons involved and that a 
complote retraction will be forth- 
coming. They also expressed 
their intention to hold a meeting 
at a later and more appropriate 
date to discuss the relevance ol 
the Pof to ongineers. 

Since it is by no moans our 
intention to destroy tho Pof, wo 
agreed not to press for staff resig- 
nations and consequently can- 



I am writing in regard to the con- 
troversy over last Wednesday's 
issue of tho Plumber's Pot. I am 
an engineering student. I have 
been reading the Pof lor the last 
year and some months and enjoy- 
ing it. I do not consider myself to 
be a sexist. 

With this introduction I would 
just like to comment on why I am 
opposed to any action being taken 
in regard to tho last issue of tho 
Pof. As any engineering student 
will tell you, we probably work the 
hardest of any group of underg- 
raduates at this university.

As to the other two points which 
the committee took offense to, 
plenty of worso things have been 
said about the Students' Society, 
although maybe not in print. Still, 
they are in a position in which thoy 
must expect to be openly con- 
demned even to the point of being 
called "fucking disgusting 
shitheads". 

As far as the gays go, they have 
come under attack as "perverts" 
before and I'm sure that this won't 
be the last time either, and I'm 
speaking now of major publica- 
tions, not just tho Pot 

In closing, I'd just like to point 
out that by forcing a change in 
the Pot you would be disallowing 
tho freedom of tho press. Plenty 
of people like the Pof tho way it 
is. No one forces you to read tho 
Pof. II you don't like what it says, 
don't read it. But I enjoy reading 
it, all of it, and I want it to stay 
just tho way it is.

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Redmen Cagers 
fall to Hatchet

Tho Universe is not those days 
unfolding as it should. Not when 
one considers tho most recent 
loss of tho Redmen cagers last 
night at Currie Gymnasium. That 
74-58 loss at the hands of the 
Ottawa Gee-Gee's coupled with 
a duo of defeats over the weekend 
seems at first glance to spell out 
an inability on the part of the 
McGill cagers to win. 

Throe losses in as many games 
does not, however, mean the 
beginning of the end. To under- 
stand what transpired one must 
look at all aspects of the game 
of basketball. Tho psychological 
(actors as well as those of pure 
individual ability and team play 
must all be taken Into account 
in the final analysis. 

In the Loyola game McGill 
came up against an import squad 
bent on revenge for last year's 
deleat to the Redmen In the 
playoffs. Doug Daigneault's War- 
riors presented no real surprises 
as they rolled to a relatively easy 
victory 126-47. The Redmen sim- 
ply succumbod to the "American 
Pie in your eye" psych-out. In 
v other words, they went into the 
game doubting thoir own abilities 
and subsequently played as 
underdogs from the opening whis- 
tle, The Warriors worked hard to 
run up t he score and, with the Red- 
mon second-string in the game, 
Loyola continued to go with its top 
players. 

Saturday's loss to Queen's was 
the result of vented frustrations. 
The frustrations manifested them- 
selves in the form of an overload 
of fouls by the Redmen. The 
Queen's squad took full advan- 
tage of the situation and con- 
verted for 23 points from tho 
bonus lino, oho more than the final 
difference between the two 
squads as the McGillers fell 69- 
47. 

Last night's loss is more difficult 
to understand. The Loyola loss 
. was ono to an evidently better 
squad, the Queen's defeat came 
the night after, when tho team 
seemed neither mentally nor 
physically ready for tho opposi- 
tion. Tho Ottawa Geo-Gce s were 
not in my opinion tho superior 
team on the floor. 

Maybo the team's failure to win 
should bo viewed as tho players' 
inability to relax on tho court and 
roalizo their abilities both as a 
team and as individuals. Tho fan 
support certainly isn't helpful to 
tho team and I strongly suggest 



that some of you folks out there 
in fanland "Get your act together 
and turn out en masse" with some 
ole-time school spirit. '■. 

Reviewing the Ottawa game 
several interesting things come to 
light. Firstly, the Ottawa Gee- 
Gees should probably be 
renamed the "Butchers". The 
Ottawa squad hacked their way 
to an Incredible 38 foul produc- 
tion. The Redmen certainly had 
no self-doubts in regard to free- 
throwing, as McGill scored 34 of 
it s 58 points from tho stripe. 

The Redmen, as is obvious, 
were not impressive in tho Field 
Goal Dëp». There seemed to be 
a general unwillingness on the 
part of the squad to put the ball 
up at the hoop as thoy attempted 
an anemic 32 shots from the floor. 

Turnovers played a major role 
as McGill lost the ball over 40 . 
timos. The Redmen were outmus- 
cled on the boards as Kit Kennard 
joined two Geo-Gee playors on 
the sidelines as he fouled out mid- 
way in the second half. Without 
Kennard's sorely needed height, 
Ottawa became ovorwholming in 
their quest for rebounds. 

Only two Redmen players were 
able to find their way into the 
doublefigure column and both 
players turned in good perfor- 
mances. Joe Prah counted 16 as 
he hit on 10 of 11 from tho lino 
and Gary Stephens had a perfect 
night at the stripe as he tallied on 
10 of 10. 

Concluding tho story I say that 
tho Redmen can win. They led 
Ottawa by 3 points at halftime, 32- 
29 and trailed Queen's by a slim 
2 at tho half in that contest. Both 
these performances indicate that 
victory is no mere pipe dream. 
The losses to Queen's and 
Ottawa were both on the exhibi- 
tion level of play as tho McGillers 
stand 1-1 in loague play. This 
team must strivo to roalizo its 
potontial collectively, and forget 
about the past. Tilings can only 
improve for McGill Basketball and 
I have no doubt that it will. 

BASELINE DRIVES: Howard 
Drobotsky, playing in his first var- 
sity game against Loyola, put out 
a strong all-around performance 
In tho short timo of 2 minutes, ho 
pulled a rebound, drew an offen- 
sive foul with sharp defensive 
play, and scored a boauty of a 
basket. His general play was com- 
mendable particularly in light of 
tho gamo situation.
